So old as to be new is a scheme 
originally carried out by Franklin 
and now revived in England to test 
the heat absorptivity of different 
colors. Small squares of cloth of 
exactly the same material, but vary- 
ing in color, are placed out on the 
snow in full sunlight.

The black cloth 
had sunk down into the snow until 
it was completely in the shade. The 
red picce was down to about half 
the distance. The light blue was 
only just below the surface, while 
the white cloth was unaffected by 
the rays of the sun. The yellow 
portion sank down to\about the 
same depth as the red. ;

1917-1921 and are based on ‘a total of 
24,500,000 yards of earth. 

For the groups of states the aver- 
age price per cubic yard 1s as. fol- 
tows: New England and Middle At- 
lantic. states, $1.83; East North Cen- 


tral, $0.68; West North Central, $0.49; 


South Atlantic, $0.61; East South Cen- 
tral, $0.41; West South Central, $0.35;

$0.61. The general fverage price was 
$0.56. 

Probably the most important factor 
affecting the cost was the amount of 
grading to be done per mile, the 
quantity being very small in” the 
groups having the highest prices.

VALUABLE FISH OIL 


The airplane servive of the United 
States fisheries bureau has proved 
especially useful in locating, for the 
benefit of fishermen, the menhaden, 
which travel about in schools num- 
bering millions at the surface of the 
sea, their presence being indicated by 
& widespread rippling. Menhaden 
are not good to eat, but their vi] ha: | 
high commercial value, and, after it ! 
has been pressed ont, the residue 
makes an excellent fertilizer. Dur- 
ing the last year the production of 
mephaden oil in this country was 
3,676,453 gallons. This was more 
than the output of whale oil, which 
was 3,073,574 gallons. The produc- | 
tion of herring oil was 380,379 gal- 
lons, and of cod-liver oil 196, 108 
gallons. Other oils of marine origin, 
including that derived from sharks’ 
livers (commonly sold as cod-liver 
oil), totaled. 1,060;322 gallons.

and “fungee,” a mixture of fish and 
comnmeal, for the week. 

Because of the immense amounts 
of sugar eaten, the natives early ac- 
quire teeth trouble to such an extent 
that in a recent navy campaign for 
enlistment it was found that searce- 
ly three out of twenty recruits could 
be accepted because of their inability 
to chew navy food. 

The women do most of the work 
and ‘fhe tasks are not delicate, coal- 
ing a ship at 3 cents per sack being 
a typical feminine “job.”—The Cen- 
tury.
